The refusal of the express companies to 


Territory because of the frequency of rob- 
bery sharply emphasizes the necessity of 
an early change of fthe government of the 
five civilized tribes. : 
The division of the government of the 
Territory between the federal authority 
apd the tribal authorities resulta in no 
government worthy of the name. The 
United States authorities exercise only 2 
general supervision of the affairs of the 
tribes, which hampers and paralyzes the 
tribal authorities. The Indians admit 
that they are powerless to cope with law- 


lessness, because the United States Courts 


continually intervene between them and 
the whites who goampng them. The ten- 
ure of land in cOmmon leaves great 
stretches of unimproved and uninhabited 
lands. 

The consequence is that the Territory is 
the refuge of desperadoes, whence they 
sally forth to rob and murder and return 
to their hiding places to escape the au- 
thorities of the surrounding States and the 
United States authorities. Thus the con- 
dition of the Territory not only retards 
the progress ef the Indians toward civili- 
zation and subjects them to demoralizing 
and irritating influenges, but renders it a 
source of danger, demoralization and loss 
to the whole Southwest. 

Tribal government is an anomaly in this 
country. It cannot be harmonized with 
our institutions, The divided authority of 


the Territory is wholly incompatible with 
the principles and policy of republican 


government. Its results are damaging tc 
both the Indians and their neighbors. The 
only form of government in accord with 
our civilization and Constitution is the 
State or the territorial organization pre- 
paratory to the acquirement of state- 
hood. 

The crisis has been reached in the 
present nondescript government of Indian 
Territory. The best interests of the citi- 
zens of the Southwest and the Indians 
themselves demand a change looking to 
the statehood of the Territory and full 
citizenship of the Indians. 


THE DYING CZAR. 


It has been said that Death, the great 
leveller, knocks dlike at the door of the 
palace and of the hovel;’’ but it cannot be | 
denied that the knock at the palace at- 
tracts far more attention from the world at 
large, and has far more important results, 
than does the knock atthe hovel, When 
tamine in India or flood in China destroys 
a million people, far less interest is felt by 
the general public than is roused by the 
removal of a single individual whose posi- 
tion gives him a profound influence upon 
the course of human affairs. Rank and 
power assert themselves even in the pres- 
ence of the inexorable doom they are una- 
ble to avert, and ite dark shadow falling 
upon a crowned head is deeper and wider 
than when it touches one that has never 
worn the golden ring of sovereignty. 
Hundreds of greater men are dying to- 
day unnoticed and unknown beyond the 
small circle of family and friends, while 
the eves of all civilized nations are turned 
toward the death-bed ofa man who, but 
for the accident of birth, would never 
have been heard of. But this man is ab- 
solute master of one-sixth of the terri- 
torial surface of the globe, and of 110,000, - 
000 of the human race. At his bidding 
more than 2,500,000 men would spring to 
arms on land and sea; and the life and 
property of each one of these, and of every 
other Russian subject, are as much at his 
disposal as if he were their Maker. No 
wonder the Czar is the recognized head of 
the Russian Church, and practically wor- 
shiped by all orthodox Russians as the 
actual representative and iceregent of 
God! The ghost of Achilles, we are told, 
declared that he had rather be the 
slave, of a slave on earth than king of 
the under world; and doubtless the poor 
sufferer at Livadia—only 49—would rather 
live as a peasant in health and happiness, 
than die in li the pomp and circum- 
stance of imperial state. ) 
Alexander III. is not, by any means, 
a bad man; indeed, during a reign of 
thirteen he has—considering the 
peculiar traditions and principles he in- 
herited and the peculiar circumstances 
under which he came to the throne— 
shown himself far above the average of 
absoluge monarchs. If his Government,

n fe. tact that the majority of the pict- | 
‘ures of the most advanced and fashionable 
artists of the presegt day have undeniably 
a violet tone.

This is said by some to be merely a tem- 

porary fad like the admiration for the so- 
called writers of the Decadetice,’’ but 
others hold that these artists paint violet 
tones because they see violet; that one re- 
sult of the advance of culture is an inabil- 
ity to perceive the luminous waves in the 
red end of the spectrum, thus greatly em- 
phasising the bluish, or violet, end, and 
giving to all visual objects that pale violet 
tone which ig at present the height of the 
artistic fashion, 
This is, therefore, another evidence that 
too much civilization blunts our senses, 
for this color blindness or inability to 
distinguish the red tones of the spectrum 
is absolutely unknown among savage 
races. Just as the savage’s sense of smell 
and of hearing is. acuter than that of the 
aposties of culture, so he not only is per- 
tectly able to tee red, but he prefers 
that sanguinary tint to all others. 

Consequently, as this fact becomes better 
known among the modern Brahmins, 
whose lives are spent ina ceaseless en- 
deavor to prove that they are ‘‘not as 
other men are, the chief mark of dis- 
tinction will naturally be this color blind- 
ness, by means of which their blood will 
appear to be blue, not red. This will un- 
doubtedly join them, at least in their own 
minds, with other effete aristocracies 
whose claim to superiority has always been 
(illogically enough) not so much the pos- 
session of powers which other men lack, 
but the lack of powers which ‘‘common, 
vulgar men’’ possess.

Still, in spite 
of all efforts to attain perfection by the 
lack of healthy qualities, there yet re- 
mains something of the savage in the most 
perfected Brahmin, for when he goes in for 
a really good time and desires to have the 
decorations of the town in harmony with 
his feelings there is no doubt as to what 
hue he prefers. 


A NAVAL ANNIVERSARY. 

Eighty-nine years ago to-day—Oct. 21, 
1805— was fought what may well be called 
one of the decisive battles of the world; 
far more decisive than was Waterloo, ten 
years later, which decided nothing except 
the fate of Napoleon, while Trafalgar gave 
to England for a period the end of which 
is not yet in sight, the unquestioned 
supremacy of the seas. The British fleet 
on this momentous gecasion consisted of 
twenty-seven ships of the line, four frig- 
ates; one schooner and one cutter; while 
the combined French and Spanish fleets 
numbered thirty-three ships of thé line, 
five frigates andtwo brigs—the largest of 
these carrying thirty guns more than the 
largest British ship. When, in spite of 
this superiority in force, the allied fleet 
was practicaily wiped out of existence, 
there could no longer be room for doubt 
that the scepter of the ocean was in the 
hands of England: And thus far, at least, 
she has held it with a grip worthy of the 
imperial interests it represents; for that 
the Empire of Bnagland surpasses any 
other earth has ever held, is due much 
more to her sailors than to her soldiers. 

Incomparably the greatest of these sail- 
ors, and the greatest of all sailors, was the 
man who died in the arms of victory at 
Trafalgar. Nelson was indeed a nautica) 
Napoleon, having a genius for naval war- 
fare not inferior perhaps to that of the 
mighty soldier whose plans he ruined and 
whose career of conquest he checked. 
Alike as a subordinate and when in su- 
preme command, he displayed those pro- 
fessional quality which are born and not 
made;’’ qualities that come from inspira- 
tion ‘rather than education, and which 
ingure to their possessor an imperishable 
fame. And like all men of genius, what- 
ever their vocation, he knew what was in 
him; and kgew what it could and would 
do if he had but opportunity to 
show it. was only a few weeks 
over 47 when he died; had been a 
sailor since the age of 12; had seen all 
sorts of service in ali parts of the world 
and by dint of sheer merit alone had gone 
where his father—when he allowed the 
sickly boy to enter the hardest of profes-

The utterantes of the people, the 
songs which fire their martial ardor 
breathe a spirit of chivalric devotion to a 
lofty purpose. Japan is pictured as the 
redresser of wrong, the champion of jus- 


tice and progress. 

Under the inspiration of this sentiment 
the enthusiasm of the people has been 
aroused to the highest pitch. It is in the 
nature ofa religious frenzy, which urges 
them to boundless exertion and courage. 

No sacrifice is too great, no task too 
arduous to be undertaken for the cause. 
Mothers send their sons to war with smiles 
and men impoverish themselves with joy 
to supply means for the conflict. 

The spectacle is most interesting to the 
civilized world. It presents a nation at 
the point of development towards civiliza- 
tion which we have been able to study 
only in the pages of history. Japan has 
just received endugh light and im- 
pulse of civilization to give her 
the inspiration to share it with 
others and attempt heroic deeds 
from altruistic motives. Her spirit is 
avin to that which prompted the crusades 
and governed the age of chivalry, and the 
people of the West are able to see a living 
example of the moral forces which long 
ago governed their forefathers and 
wrought out the ends of human progress 
in Europe. 

This chivalric spirit is difficult to check, 
and allied with the cotrage, enterprise 
and skill which Japan has shown, it. is 
impossible to predict what results it will 
bring about in Asia.

New ORLEANS, Oct. 20.—Gov. McKinley ad-

Loxpon, Oct. 2.—The intimation of the 
Irish leaders to Lord Rosebery of which I 
cabled you last week, has since been much 
strengthened by the result of the election 
at Birkenbead, where the Tory majority 
was greatly reduced. The first plank in the 
platfurm ofthe Liberal candidate was the 
resolution of the Leeds conference demand- 
lag the limiting et the veto paper ofthe 
House of Lords, and the result must 
De recognised as another, and this to an En 
giish mandateto the Prime Minister. It is 
generally admitted now that he will pledge 
himself at Bradford to iatroduce an uncom- 
promising measure at the opening ofthe 
next session. If he does not I repeat my 
prediction that his Government will be over- 
thrown by Irish votes within the first week 
of the session, and also that enough English 
Radicals will join them to acquit the Irish of 
full responsibility. j 

If Rosebery ‘refuses, the issue will be im- 
mediately put to the country, but under 
another leader. Nothing seems more cer- 
tain than that this is to be the one great po- 
litical issue of the next few years, and that 
the battle will begin this winter. Pending its 
settlement, itis equally certain that other 
causes must wait, and among them home 
rule. There is no shirkingthis fact, and 
Irie leaders have fully considered 
it. While the present Tory major- 
ity exists in the House of Lords, and 
it maintains its co-ordinate power with the 
House of Commons, no home rule bill can 
pass unless, indeed, a majority or nearly a 
majority of English voters in the Commons 
Gemandit. Until then the House of Lords 
will maintain that it is supported Ly English 
opinion, and will refuse to consider the man- 
Gate of the Kingdom at large. 

This revolution is not likely to come for a 
quarter of a century, and the alternative sf 
practically abolishing the veto power of 
the upper chamber remains to the IIb. 
oral party as the only means of carrying | 
its reform measures into laws. Whether 
home rule or any other great feature of the 
Gladstone programme, no hope is now felt 
that Gladstone will return to the leadership; 
his infirmities are greater now than when he 
jaid down his office. Whoever may be the 
leader, the fight will strain every resource of 
the party and must bea long and doubtfal 
one. if itis won, home rule to Ireland will 
follow, and it is with that prospect that Irish 
leaders are precipitating the conflict. 


WAR MAY CHANGE PLANS.

With the accession 
of anew Czar and the death of the Ameer, 
the slumbering quarrel over India’s north- 
ern frontier might awake into that war in a 
week.

Dishes and Poor-House Patients 
Washed in the Same Tubs. 


Chairman Grenner of the Charity Board 
Makes Startling Discoveries. 


— 


OUR ELEEMOSYRARY INSTITUTIONS ARE 
A BLOT ON CIVILIZATION. 


That Is Commissioner Grenner’s Opinion 
After a Tour of Inspection—The Food 
Supply is Miserable—Ciask ef Authori- 
ty Between Supt. Mueller of the Insane 
Asylam and Supt. Gallagher of the 
Peer- Hease. 


„The charitable itustitutions of the city of 


says H. C. Grenner, Acting Chairman of the 
Board of Charity Commissioners. 

The Board of Charity Commissioners spent 
all day yesterday at the Poor-house investi- 
gating that institution and learned some 
Startling things in connection with Supt, 
Gallagher's administration. It was concla- 
sively proven that diseased patients had 
been washed in the same tubs that were 
used to wash dishes. Chairman Grenner, 
when Supt. Gallagher admitted that this re- 
volting state of things had existed, told 
Gallagher plainiy that no circumstances 
could make it necessary to do such a thing. 
In mitigation of the charge Supt. Gallagher 
pleaded that the tubs had been thoroughly 
cleane@d after the patients had bathed ina 
them He said that dishes and patients were 
never washed at the same time or ia the 
same water, and explained that the tubs 
Were glazed and that they admitted of a 
thorough cleansing. Notwitbstanding all his 
explanations each member of the Board of 
Charity Commissioners was horrified and 
astounded that such an outrage had been 
committed in an institution belonging to the 
city. 

GALLAGHER’S EXCUSE. 
Gallagher said the reason the same tebs 
had been used for bathing human beings and 
washing dishes was because he could obtain 
noappropriation with which to buy bath 
tubs or in fact any Kind of tubs in Which to 
bathe the patients. Mr. Gremner reminded 
him that tubs to wash dishes in would cost 
butatrifie and the membersof the board 
refused to believe that Mr. Gallagher could 
not bave remedied the matter if he had 
chosen to do so. Supt. Gallagher said that 
the practice had been discontinued and that 
It had never prevailed except fora short 
time when it was absolutely unavoidable. He 


was advised that hereafter he won!id better 
bathe patients tn the river, even, than to re- 
peat the outrage of bathing them in the tubs 
in which dishes were washed. . 
The commissioners learned shat wooden 
beds which are twenty year: ci” 2 stilt in 
use at the Poor-house in the women’s ward; 
Jhese beds are in a state of antlieantiness 
that is indescribable. Mr. Grenner says that 
one of the most urgent needs of the Poor- 
house isa number of tron bedsteads. The 
men’s department is already vauipped with 
them, and they area great rovement 
over the wooden ones, 99 when the 

latter are twenty years old. 

The Pvoor-house is overcrowded, There 

are more inmates now than there have ever 

been before, More than 1,200 persons are 

crowded in narrow quarters in the institu- 

tion. Last year there were only about 900 in- 

mates. Of the 1,200 persons now there nearly 

600 are insane patients, for whom there is no 
room at the City Insane Asylum, and who 

have been sent tothe Poor-house because 

there was no other institution at which they 

could be taken care of at all. Chairman 

Grenner says that this turning the Poor- 

house into an sane asylum causes 

a clash in authority. One the 

attendants who was Detore the 
Board of Charity*Commissioners yesterday 
said that she was unable to obey orders 
issued by Gallagher because Dr. Mueller or 
the Insane Asylum issued other orders. 
Another attendaut said that she was unabie 
to obey Dr. Mueller’s orders because Supt. 
Gallagher’s orders conflicted wien them. 
Dr. Mueller of the Insane Asylum has 
authority over all matters medical and 
Supt. Gallagher has authority in all other 
matters. In many instances it is said that 
when the physicians ordered that a certain 
kindof food was absolutely essential fora 
patient, Sept. Gallagher has said that it 
could not be provided. 

Attendants who have been instrueted by 
Dr. Mueller to take care of patients have 
been assigned to other tasks by Supt. 
Gallagher. The confilet in authority has 
been such that the attendants it seems lave 
tried to obey both and have obeyed neither. 
Mr. Grenmer believes that the insane 
potions shonld be taken from the Poor 
Ouse as soon as possible. He believes that 
the present system of management is 
againsta thorough or efficient administra- 
ion. He intends to havea bill introduced 
into the City Council making an additional 
appropriation which will enable the insane 
patients to be isolated from the paupers. 


CITY DEFRAUDED IN SUPPLIES. 
The Commissioners also investigated the 
food supplies furnished to the Poor-house by 
the different contractors. Facts were brought 
out which made Chairman Grenner very in- 


dignant and last evening discussing the mat- 
ter he said:

DR. BUCK 8HOWS TEMPER. 

The Board of Charity Commissioners yes- 
terday summoned Dr. Dudley Buck to testify 
concerning the charges made against Supt. 
Gallagher. Chairman Grenner, speaking of 
Dr. Buck’s testimony, said that the Commis- 
sioners were not at all favorably impressed 
by the young man's statements and de- 
meanor. He neglected to specify the precise 
acts which composed the basis for his general 
charces and in many instances his stateé- 
ments aid not correspond with those made 
by other witnesses. Dr. Buck, Chairman 
Grenner says, was very angry. At one stage 
of the proceedings he refused to 
testify unless certain privileges were ge- 
corded him, At another he demeaned him- 
self in such a manner that Chairmaa Gren- 
ner says he thought seriously of excluding 
him from tue room. When supt. Gallagher 
was placed on the stand Dr. Buck, it is as- 
serted, became furious, and frequently in- 
terrupted the proceedings with questions 
and exclamations, Ohairman Grenner was 
compelled to instruct him to keep quiet. Dr. 
Buck, itis said, showed a disincliination to 
substantiate all the assertions he made in 
838 to Chairman Greuner ut the latter’s 
office. 

Dr. J. B. Miller, the young physician whom 
Supt. Gallagher charged with neglect of duty 
and with spending too much time with a 
female attendant, was also present at the 
investigation. Chairman Grenner says that 
he refused to commit himself to anything, 
but that he farnished a list of questions to 
be asked of Su Gallagher. The questions 
were not asked, because Dr. Miller admitted 
that he, himself, did not know the facts in 
the cases to whieh t ey referred. Supt. Gal- 
lagher and all the heads of the departments 
were then excluded, and a snumoer of 
patients and attendants examined, which 
8 in eliciting the Imtelligence given 
above. 

The Board of Charity Commissioners has 
power to remove the superintendent of any 
city institution, providing the resolution of 
removal is adopted by unanimous vote. To 
make this removal, however, speelfic 
charges must be preferred and the accused 
must be given a chance to defend himself 
and may have counsel if he so desires. Chair- 
man Greiner, when asked if in his opinion 
the board would prefer charges against 
Supt. Gallagher and try him, said that there 
3 intention of doing anything of the 

nd. 

„e found the Poor-house ina much det 
ter condition thas I expected atter what I 
bad heard, said Mr. Grenner. It seems 
that with the exception of bathing patients 
and dishes in the same tubs and perhaps 
one or two other matters of less importance, 
Supt. Gallagher is doing. the best he can. He 
is handicapped by the jack of an appropria- 
tion and by not being able to compel the city 
contractors to furnish food supplies which 
are fit to eat. He fs laboring under many 
disadvantages.

Mr. Gallagher 
seems to be shrewd and apparently is trying 
to take Care of the inmates as Well a8 he can.

TOKIO, Japan, Sept. 30, via San Francisco, 
Oct. #%.—The facts of the sea fight at the 
mouth of the Lalu Hiver in the North Yellow 
Ses thus far collected Yrom oficial reports 


Are these: 


Until the day of the attack on Ping Yang 
(Phyong Yang) many Chinese ships were 
‘Dusily occupied at the Tai Tong River, near 
the mouth of which were stationed on the 
16th the main squadron and the first flying 
squadron. In consequence of reports that a 
large Chinese fleet had just convoyed troops 
to Yalu River for reinforcement of Wija 12 
warships, led by Admiral Ito, went In search 
‘on the morning of the th. These fighting 
ships were the Matscuschima (the flagship), 
the Itsukusham, the Hasidate, the Yoshino, 
the Takaghiho, the Akitsushima, the Nan- 
iwa, the Tschiyoda, the Fusco, the Hiyel, 
the Akagi and the Saikio. The first eight 
are steel clad, of 2,000 to 4,000 tons; 
the Fusco is an iron-clad vessel of 

700 tons; the Hiyel is a composite 
Belted cruiser of 3. 200 tons; the Akagi 10 
steel gunboat of 600 toms; the Saikio 10 a 
merchant ship which has been added to the 
serviee. She carried Viscount Kabayania, 
Chief of the Naval Staff, as an observer. 

About noon the Chinese were discovered 
south of Taikosan Harbor. Their fleet con- 
gisted of the Ting Yuenandthe Chen Yuen, 
each of 7,300 tons, carrying Krupps of thirty 
centimeter caliber, with projectiles of 725, 
and also fifteen centimeter Krupps; the 
Lae Yuen ant the King Yuen, each of 
2,900 tons and carrying twenty-one centi- 
metre and fifteen centimetre Krupps; the 
Ching Yuen and the Chin Yuen, each of 2, 
tons and armed like the two preceding; the 
Ping Yuen of 3,800 tons; the Chao Yuen, (or 
Tsa Yong) and the Yang Wel, each of 1,300 
tons, with twenty-five ton Armstrongs; the 
We Yuen of 1,500 tons; the Kwang Ki of 1,200 
tons; the Kwang Ping of 1,000 tons; two 
ethers unreported and six torpedo boats. 

THE WorLD and PostT-DIsSPATCH Cor- 
respondent at Tokio has secured a letter 
from an officer on board the Matscushima, 
who supplies these additional particulars of 

terest: 

9 the fleets prepared for battle, few, if 
any. boats could be discerned on the Chi- 
mese ships. This seemed to confirm 
the statements of the satlors captive 
at Asan, that the war vessels of their 
country were unprovided with boats in or- 
der to prevent the crews from rugpning 
away inthe heatoftheconflict. But during 
this engagement untilevening approached, 
the Chinese showed no disposition toavoid 
fighting. : 

**Firing was commenced by their right et 
too great adistance to be effective. The 
Japanese left replied at closer quarters and 
the engagement became general soon after 
1 p. m. The Chinese line preseatly be- 
came disordered, allowing opportunity 
forthe fire to be concentrated on the Lai 
Yuen, Chin Yuen and Chao Yuen, all of which 
went down, making signals for aid to the 

nd. 

About 2 o’clock the Matecusbima attacked 
the Chinese flagship Ting Yeen, but made no 
impression on her stesl-cied sides until a 
thirty-centimetre shell struck near tze 
Water line and apparently penetrated 
her armor completely. Smoke was seen 
rising soon after from off the Ting Yaen, at 
sight of which shouts of exultation arose 
from our side, which stimulated the enemy 
to fight more desperately than before, 
although signs that their flagship was on fire 
continued through the day. 

By way ofanswer to the injury we in- 
fiicted, asbell which struek the fourth of 
our large guns, dismounted and left it bent. 
Straightway another shell exploded upon 
our deck, igniting asmall quantity of pow- 
Ger, killing and maiming more than 
a score of men and setting on 
fire everything inflammable inthe. vicinity 
The carnage was appalling, but the wounded 
sailors struggled to aid in extinguishing the 
flames, several staggering in their gait, but 
not not releasing thelr efforts until the cry 
was heard that we were safe, when they feli, 
dying at their posts. 

lu the exitement and cenfusion of this 
mithap,ve gave little heed to the movements 
of otifer veesels, hut when relieved from anx- 
lety we suw three ships at the extreme left 
making their way towardthe Daiga River, 
the enemy dkecting a furious fire upon them. 
In doing this they lost their positions and 
gave us many advantages lor attacx. They 
were improved until the whole Chinese line 
was broken and two of their ships were 
seen on fire in addition to the Ling Yuen. 

The Akitsuschino, percelving we had sef- 
fered some injury, prepared to come to our 
assistance, though we had made no sign for 
heip. But as it was evident the Matsus- 
chima was in no condition to lead the battle 
Admiral Ito gave orders that she should re- 
tire, and then crossed tothe Hastidate.

In the letter Graham announces that he 
has been informed of MceGill’s sult, and calls 
to his attention that the defendant, or 
friends of the defendant in that ac- 
tion, have made application to him 
to have NcGill extradited. The trial 
of such a. case, the letter says, 


would make public a lot of nasty things, 
which for the sake of the community and for 
the promin@nt parties at issue might better 
be kept quiet, ‘ihe District Attorney asks 
Attorney erclerto co-operate with bim in 
preventing the case coming to trial, and this 
scGill and Lis coungel construe into an act 
of coercion. 

„II am indicted,'’ sald McGill, ther 
need not go to the trouble of extraditing, for 
I will go over freely, All I ask, however, Is 
may be permitted to offer to the 
Grand-jary Gof  posi- 
tive wrong on the part 
of this man whom I acctise of 
breakingup myhome.

books, one for each party, and they are 
relieved of any clerical work in connection 
with She tally sheet. Ali this must be ex- 
Plained to those of the Jagged and clerks 
who have not served before in an election 
under the Australian ballot law; and much 
more beside, having to do with the method 
of determining the qualifications of voters, 
the keeping of the boxes, Dooks and other 
puolic property, and the rights of tke 
judges of opposing litical parties as 
ayainst each other. And in spite of the ut- 
most care that can be exercised some of the 
judges make ludicrous mistakes.

Poetical Appeal to Be HRs-Enfranchiseda 
after the War. 


Some Kentuckians have recently been cir- 
culating in manuscript copy the famous 
poem of Jack Wills of Abimagdon, Ky., in 
support of his petition to Congress to be re- 
lieved of his disabilities. Wills was a law. 
yer who had served in the Confederate army 


and was disfranchised by the fourteenth 
amendment. In 1869 he forwarded the peti- 
tion and sent this poem to Proctor Knott aad 
Senator Beck. They read it in the House 
and Senate, and amid roars of laughter the 
bill relieving Wills was unamimously passed.

HopreINSVILLE, Ky., Oct. 20..—The receipts 
and sales of tobacco at the Hopkinsville 
warehouse during the week just closed were 
hardly up to these of the previous week, but 
in every other respect the market was fully 
sustained, and in attendance a decided im- 
provement, Notwithstanding the fact 
that no fancy tobacco and but very 
little fine leaf were offered, prices 


obtained were decidedly satisfactory and the 
medium grades of leaf aadeven lugs went of 
at good round figures, The report of the in- 
spectors shows the receipts for the week to 
be 756 hegsheads, and for the year 10,645 hogs- 
heads. Sales for the week were 172 hogs- 
heads and for the year 8,941 Bogsheads. 

Very nearly allof the tobacco of the crop 
of 1893 raised in the Hopkinsville district has 
been delivered, and very little of it yet re- 
mains inthe hands of the warehousemen. 
To sum matters up the market might be said 
to have been very active on fine and medium.

RETRIBUTION. 


It was in the winter of 1859, somewhere 
about the holidays, that the occurrence took 
place, At that time St. Louis was very dif- 
ferent in many respects from what it is now. 
Itis not necessary te note the differences for 
my purposes except to say that there was no 
metropolitan police system in vogue at that 
time and that vice, if not crime, had fewer 
restrictiens then than now. 

And locations have changed wonderfully. 
At the period I speak of the worst locality in 
this city was along what is now the soath 
Une of Union Market. Of course it extended 
still further east and west. But if 
there could be one spot darker 
than the rest, this was the 
particular spot. There was a succession of 
old, dilapidated buildings, which for years

in the criminal annals of St. Louis lived or 
rendezvoued thefe, and apparently there 
was no type of the vicious or criminal char- 
acter whose counterpart could not be found 
in that benighted neighborhood. 

The houses had a pecaliar characteristic 
look. They had seen so much of vice and 
_ crime, had sheltered,covered and associated

aud criminal in door, wall, gable and roof. 

And their fate was a just one. Not long after 
the occurrence lam going to tell of one of 
the shanties took fre.

JEFFERSON Crrr. Oct. 20.—Is Convict Ohas. 
R. Carter innocent of the crime for which he 
isa prisoner here inthe State penttentiary? 

The question is submitted to the officials 
who must answer it by a correspondent of 
the SunDaY Post-DisPpaTCH, and the absorb- 
ingly interesting story of the convict and his 
life to the tems of thousands of readers. 

Carter has been five times condemned to 
suffer death upon the scaffold for a crime he 
may never have committed, and which even 

the judge whoctried him and several of the 
jurors who ofce declared him guilty are 
now convinced he may be innocent of. 

The story k is full of interesting incident,one 
of the incidents being thet the man who was 
jointly indicted with Carter, and against 
whom the evidence was equally as strong, 
was tried separately and honorably ac- 
guitted, the testimony being precisely tho 
‘same at bothtrials. Other incidents are the 
‘escape of Carter from jail by shooting down 


his jallor almost on the day set for his 


not because of any desire to prevent the 
sale of liquor, for all the testimony given 
at the different trials that tollowea his 
death went to show that he sa hard 
drinker aad a common drunkard, 
EVIDENCE ENTIRELY CIRCUMSTANTIAL. 

The evidence against Kelton and Oarter 
was entirely circumstantial and was sub- 
stantially this: Carter had several 
times been heard to say- that a 
fellow like Crockett who would 
Insinuate himself into the good graces 
ofa druggist, buy whisky and get drunk on 
it and then cause the druggist to be indicted 
and heavily fined, deserved to be kicked or 
to be killed, or something of that kind. On 
the night he was found dying, Crockett, 
early in the evening, staggered into Clay 
ton’s Dilliard hall so drunk he coaild 
scarcely stand on his feet and tumbling 
in a heap behind the stove, he was permitted 
to lie there and sleep for about three hours. 
Clayton closed the place about 10 o’clock

As hestepped from the door he 
heard two stones — * against the fence 
near where the dogs Were, and he himself 
ked up a heavy rock aad huried it in the 
e direction, Then he heard a man groan- 
ing, Golnginto the house he procured a 
lantern, and its flickering rays fell upon 
Robert Crockett, prostrate in the road, 
crushed and bleedingand unconscious, Boyd, 
without stopping to nnd out how bad the 
man was hurt or to render him any assist - 
ance, went down town, found a grocery store 
open and startled the men he found in there 
by telling them that Orockett was lying 
murdered in the road above. Boyd's reagon

It was that early in that evening 
Kelton and Carter were seen talking to- 
gether in Carter's store; that three times 
during the evening Carter walked into Olay- 
ton’s billiard hall while Crockett was lying in 
a drunken sleep behind the stove; that 
Kelton came to fhe billiard nall and peered 
in through the glass doors; that two men 
answering their description were seen ina 
dart alley opposite the billiard hall. and that 
two men, also answering’ their description, 
crossed the pwbiic square shortly after 
‘Crockett was assaulted.

In summing up the evidence, Gov. Johnson 
made it appear plausible to the jury that the 
rocks thrown in the dark at the barking dogs 
had doubtless struek the poor staggering 
Grupkard, crushing his skull and causing 
his death. A Verdict acquitting Kel- 
ton was speedily found, and tnen the 
sentiment which had been so strong against 
Carter turned the other way, and people be- 
gan to say that it was wrong to condemarj him 
tohang upon such evidence. Carter 
Was not there to congratulate Kelton, for 
many months before Kelton’s trial was 
called Carter had escaped from jail and had 
not been retaken, ‘The acquittal fell upon a 
man who was wrecked in health, the long 
confinement ina poorly ventilated jail bav- 
lag made Kelton so ill that he died not long 
after the jury declared him innocent. 

CARTER’S DARING ESCAPE. 
After his conviction in May, 1877, Carter 
was taken back to jail, condemned to hang 
on July 1. Once, when, five of 
his fellew prisoners broxe jail and 
gave him an opportunity to escape with 
them, he declined to take it, saying he was 
innocent and would remain in jail until 
legally released, bat with the approach of 
the day set for his execution he grew appre- 
hensive, especially when he learned that the 
people of Mt. Vernon were still élamoring 
tor his death. June 2% found him waiting 
for news from the Supreme Court and hang- 
ing day only five days away. He was filled. 
That day, also, his lawyer 


declared their intention of lynching the pws- 
oner if the execution was stayed by the su- 
preme Court. Uncertainty as to what the 
Supreme Court would do, the knowledge 
that in five Gays he might be 
lod to the scaffold and the additional knowil - 
edge that he was in peril of suffering an ig- 
nominious death atthe hands of a furious 
mod caused him to determine to make an 
effort to getaway. He procured a revuiver 
and some money and when Jaller Charles 
Warren came in about midaight to see that 
everything was as it should be, Carter, who 
cell, 
Sprang at him with his weapon. Warren re- 
fused to obey the command to hold up his 
hands and madean effort to reach his re- 
volvers, lying on a table some ten feet from 
where he stood, Carter fired and 
the bullet plereed the fjailor’s neck. 
Carter then pressed the muzzle 
of his weapon against Warren’s head and 
threatened to biow his brains out if he did 
not surrender. It was life or death with 
me, Carter says. Warren and I were good 
friends. He was very king to me and I 
liked him very much, but there was the gal- 
lows staring me in the face, andalsothe 
prospect of being torn to pieces by a mad 
mob. Whatelse could Ido? I was that des- 
perate that if my own brother had stood be- 
tween me and liberty I doubt not that I 
would have shot him just as readily as I shot 
Warren.

It so chanced that one dark, rainy night 
eleven of us rode into Holden. Trere was 
only one hotel in the place, kept by old 
n Jake“ Reed, and we determined to 
put there by way of achange from camp 
life. Soin we went, stabling our horses in 
the rear. 

Half an hour later Confederate Col. Lewis 
of Clay County with fifteen men came riding 
into town and to this very hotel. I heard 
the clatter of the horses’ hoofs as they ap- 
proached and stepped out on the front bal- 
cony, Inthe darkness Col. Lewis mistook 
me for the landlord. 

Hello, there!“ he called out. Can I and 
my men have quarters with you for the 
pight?’’ 

**You can,’’ sald I, promptly, seeing his 
mistake. Provided you are Southern men. 
I used the term Southern men’’ purpose! 
to still more mislead them, for Hf I had sai 
either rebels or secessionists they would 
have known at once that I wasa Union man, 
as no Southerner called himselfarebelor a 
secessionist. So when I responded in this 
way Col. Lewis replied: 

That's all right. We're Southera men.“ 
Have your men hiteh their horses to 
that rack across the street, I said next. 
And stack their guns on the front porch 
here. Then you'll de all right.’’ 

Well, sir, the little game worked like a 
charm. The guns were stacked on the 
porchand then the men took their horses 
across the street to tie them, as requested. 
While they were gone my men came out on 
the porch and took their guns. Aud when 
the sixteen Confederates returned my squad 
of eleven promptly took them in out of the 
wet. When Col. Lewis realized the trick by 
which he and his fiiteen men had been capt. 
ured by eleven Federal soldiers, he actually 
sat down and cried with mortification. And 
one of the liveliest experiences I had during 
the whole war developed afterwards through 
Vol. Lewis’ Getermination to get even with 
me for this capture. But that can’t be told 
in this story. 

Near Warrensburgacompany of OConfed- 
erates captured a Government train of 100 
wagons, drawa by 1,200 oxen. The wagons 
they burned, and the oxen they drove south- 
ward for Price’s army. Four hours after- 
ward I reported these facts te a Federal 
force near Georgetown, in Pettis County, 
Twenty minutes after my report two com- 

nies ofthe First Missourt vairy, ander 
. Stieriin, were os the road to Warrens- 
burg, where we arrived about 1 o’clock at 
night. There I had sure means of correct in- 
formation, and having secured this informa- 
ton we followed the trail again. 4 til 
o’clock the next day we came up with and 
atfacked the Oonfederates, recarturing the 
cattle and eapturing twenty-seven of the 
enemy, all being safely back in Warrensburg 
before sundowa, — 


We were now nearing the close of our ad- 
ventures as an unmustered detachment. In 
January, 1862, the 27th Mounted Infa ntry 
having been mustered out, afew of us, all 
of whom Delonged to the 27th and nearly ali 
to my scouting party, weat from Sedalia to 
Warrensburg, then in the enemies’ country, 
intending to make recruiting headquarters 
there. We were not a dozen all told. To 
pass through an enemy’s country with a 
small forceisone thirg; to set up head- 
quarters there is quite ganother, and mary 
thought we would De killed or driven out. 
But we builta stockade.and stayed. The 
western part of Johnson Vounty was at that 
time fall of roving bands of irregular Con- 
federates and some of these sent us word 


Not a man of the detachment had yet been 
mustered into service, and I had no commis- 
sion as an officer. Hut from that time until 
the regiment to which we were technically 
attached was mustered out, the officers in 
command at Jefferson City and Sedalia de- 
pended upon this force for information con- 
cerning the movements of Confederate 
forces in Western and Southwestern Mis. 
sourl, I reported to Col. (during this time 


that they intended to biow us out of the 
stockade. On March 27 we had increased our 
force to about twenty men. On the morning 
of that day we were astonished to hear what 
seemed to be heavy artillery firing: about a 
mile South oftown. We soon learned that a 
force of forty-one Gonfederates nad been all 
might hunting for several hundred kegs of 
powder whicn hau been hidden in tne woods, 
near Warrensburg, by order ot Gor. Ulaib

Milk Inspector Sullivan has not deen con- 
suited in any way by the Milk Commission 
which is framing the new bill for milk in- 
spection. He ig nota member of the com- 
mission and it is quite probable g that one of 
the features ofthe new bill which is being 
prepared for introduction into the Municipal 
Assembly will be a clause abolishing the 
office of Milk Inspector which Mr. Sullivan 
now occupies. Such a bill passed the Muani- 
cipal Assembly last year, but was veoted by 
Mayor Walbridge and did not become a law. 

Dr. Sullivan believes in milk being sold just 
as itis taken from the cow. He is opposed to 
skimmed milk being ‘sold from the same 
wagon from which other milk.issold. The 
new bill being prepared by the Milk Commis- 
sion provides that skimmed milk may be sold 
from the same wagon from which other milk 
ts o.
